Nearly all have been badly neglected 


in the matter of. pruning. Dead ilmbs 
are prevalent everywhere, and ;ire not 
only unsightly, but it menace lo the 
health of the trees, and dangerous to 
lo passers-by, because,of their liabll- 
ily, to break off'and -Inflict injury. 
It 


may not be feasible to give every.large 
tree that pruning which it seems to de- 
mand,-but Ihe larger,dead limbs cer- 
:ainly ought to be removed. In 
the 


case of Hie. younger trees il is to'be 
lopecl lliat all dead limbs may be re- 
moved and that such treatment will he 


cpt up iirthe future.

sioner deems it important that he call 
the attention of assessors to this latest 
decision which overrules the former 
Instructions given in the case of the 
New England cotton yarn bonds. From 
this time on, until further legislation 
or Judicial'investigation of the law, the 
tax commissioner's instructions will bo 
as follows: 


First—That mortgage bonds of cor- 


porations secured by real estate alone 
situated in this commonwealth are ex- 
empt from taxation as personal prop- 
erty In the hands of tho oivner If the 
assessed value of the real estate behind 
the btjuds is in'excess of the amount 
of the -bonds outstanding. 
If the as- 


sessed value of tho real estate is less 
Umn the amount of the 
bonds out- 


standing then'the bonds are taxable for 
the excess above the assessed value of 
tho real estate. 


Second—That bonds secured by real 


estate and personal property 
or by 


real estate partly within and 
partly 


without (he commonwealth are not cx- 
empt from taxation in the hands of 
tile owner.
